BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  worked  very  hard  this  year  trying  to  finish  up  many  out- 
standing projects. 

A  ramp  for  the  handicapped  on  the  south  side  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  completed  and 
a  new  electrically-operated  door  will  be  installed  for  easy  access. 

This  year  was  a  difficult  and  more  demanding  year  because  our  Circuit  Rider, 
Christopher  Whelan,  resigned  to  take  a  new  position  in  Sandwich,  Massachusetts.  Many 
projects  had  to  be  placed  on  hold  because  we  did  not  have  enough  time  or  personnel  to 
get  the  paperwork  ready  for  them. 

The  Selectmen  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  for  $21,000.00  from  the  Economic 
Office  of  Community  Development  to  fund  the  position  of  a  full-time  administrative 
assistant  for  the  Town  in  place  of  a  shared  circuit  rider.  This  grant  provides  funding 
at  75%  the  first  year,  50%  the  second  year  and  25%  the  third  year.  We  received  21 
applications  for  the  post  and  after  a  difficult  elimination  process,  Jeffrey  Ritter  of 
Agawam  was  chosen.   He  will  begin  working  for  the  Town  in  mid-February.   His  attention 
will  be  directed  toward  keeping  the  Town  moving  forward  by  seeking  as  much  aid  as 
possible  from  the  State  and  Federal  Governments.   He  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen  but  will  be  available  to  all  Town  committees  and  departments  for  his  expertise 
and  help. 

The  Brockway  Smith  Co.  project  on  Chestnut  Street  was  completed  this  year,  bringing 
the  Town  a  substantial  sum  of  tax  revenue.   The  project  helped  increase  water  pressure 
at  very  little  cost  to  the  Town. 

Reconstruction  of  Linseed  Road  from  Linseed  Hill  to  Old  Stage  Road  and  the  existing 
paved  portion  of  Old  Stage  Road  will  be  completed  in  1988  after  clearing  up  some  problems 
with  the  location  of  the  roads  in  one  or  two  places.  Work  will  be  done  by  J.  H. 
Maxymillian  Inc.  of  Pittsfield,  low  bidder  for  the  project. 

South  and  Valley  Streets  were  completed  with  a  top  coat  of  blacktop  and  a  leveling 
course  was  put  in  place  on  Prospect  Street  Extension.  When  funds  permit,  other  streets 
needing  attention  such  as  paving,  stoning,  oiling  and  drainage  work  will  be  done. 

Many  unimproved  roads  are  being  surveyed  to  reset  the  bounds  due  to  problems  with 
Town  and  individual  landowner  property  lines. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  extend  its  sincere  appreciation  to  all 
residents,  appointed  officials  and  others  who  have  donated  their  time  to  the  Town  of 
Hatfield  to  make  it  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield  in  said 
Hampshire  County,  Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  you  are  hereby  directed  to 

notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in 

elections  and  Town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  Memorial  Town  Hall  in  said 

Hatfield  on  Tuesday  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  April,  1988  at  seven 

thirty  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  take  action  on  all  other  articles 

except  Article  1  and  to  meet  on  the  third  day  of  May,  at  ten 

o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  take  action  under 

Article  1. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  following 
years:  one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Assessor  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  each  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three 
years;  one  Library  Trustee  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Elector 
under  the  Will  of  Oliver  Smith  for  a  term  of  one  year;  one  Cemetery 
Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Sewer  Commissioner  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  Sewer  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  one  year; 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  a  term  of  five  years;  one  member  of 
the  Planning  Board  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  one  member  of  the 
Housing  Authority  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  Polls  will  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  Tuesday, 
May  3,  1988,  and  kept  open  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

ARTICLE  2 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  July  1,  1988,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable 
within  one  (1)  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  that  may  be 
given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  (1)  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  Section  17  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  3 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  any  State  or  Federal 
Grants  that  become  available  in  Fiscal  Year  1989,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4 :  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  authorize  its  treasurer  to 
enter  into  a  compensating  balance  agreement  or  agreements  for  fiscal 
1989  pursuant  to  Chapter  44,  Section  53F  of  the  General  laws,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  a  sum  of  money  from  the  State  Aid  and  Libraries  Account 
to  the  Library  Account,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
including  appropriation  from  available  funds,  the  sum  of  $54,618.00 
as  allocated  by  the  Actuary  and  certified  by  the  County 
Commissioners  to  the  Town  of  Hatfield  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  32,  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended,  and  pay 
said  amount  to  the  Treasurer-Custodian  of  the  Hampshire  County 
Retirement  System,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  7 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  payment  of  dues  to  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley 
Regional  Planning  Council,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  8 ;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  from  the  Dog  Fund  to  the  Library  Account,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
acceptance  of  a  parcel  of  land  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the 
Historical  Commission,  a  gift  of  Rachel  and  Edward  LaCoille, 
including  the  Borden  Baseline  and  a  maximum  fifteen  foot  wide 
access  thereto  northerly  from  Bridge  Street  along  the  westerly 
border  of  the  LaCoille' s  property,  to  be  more  particularly  described 
in  a  survey  and  deed  to  be  recorded  in  Hampshire  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  further  authorize 
the  Hatfield  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  construct  a  pumping 
station  and  chlorination  facility  at  the  Running  Gutter  Brook 
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Reservoir  and  to  authorize  the  Water  Commission  to  expend  a  further 
sum  of  money  to  be  added  to  the  funds  appropriated  under  Article  10 
of  the  1987  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  such  facilities  and  to 
transfer  said  sum  from  water  available  surplus,  and  allowing  the 
said  Commissioners  in  Fiscal  Year  1988  and  thereafter,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00  to  complete  a  survey  and  inventory  of  historic 
properties  in  the  Town,  and  authorize  application  for  gifts  and 
grants  in  that  regard,  said  sum  to  be  reduced  by  said  gifts  and 
grants,  the  Town's  total  share  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

(Not  Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  12 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  and  declare 
all  fines,  fees,  late  charges  and  penalties  not  already  paid  into 
the  general  treasury  or  special  fund  of  the  Town,  collected  by 
any  person,  officer,  department,  board,  authority,  or  other 
individual  or  entity,  collecting  the  same  under  municipal  authority, 
the  property  of  the  Town  and  payable  into  its  general  fund,  to  the 
extent  now  allowed  by  law;  and  to  amend  the  Town  By-Laws  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  effect  the  foregoing;  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  13 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $8,000.00  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  Town's  share  of  Chapter 
90  road  construction  for  fiscal  year  1989,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

(Recommended  by  Finance  Committee) 

ARTICLE  14 ;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
and  to  transfer  from  sewer  rates  and  revenues  a  sum  of  money  for 
sewer  expenses,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum

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PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 

Since  last  year's  report,  the  Town  has  a  new  set  of  regulations  to  be  used  in  a 
constructive  development  of  our  industrial,  business  and  residential  areas.  These 
regulations  were  passed  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  1987,  were  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General  and  became  fully  effective  in  September  1987.  Knownas  our  MASTER  PLAN, 
this  had  been  in  the  making  for  several  years,  after  many  committee  meetings  and  public 
hearings.  As  we  proceed  and  administer  these  regulations,  the  Board  has  noted  that 
additional  regulations  should  be  added  and  corrections  or  changes  made  to  some  already 
included.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Planning  Board  to  initiate  these  changes  as  soon  as 
the  1988  annual  Town  Meeting  is  over  and  bring  them  to  public  hearings  in  May  and  June. 

The  Board  has  held  site  plan  hearings  as  called  for  in  our  site  plan  review  process. 
Hopefully  these  have  and  will  accomplish  better  and  more  progressive  growth  in  the 
Town's  industrial  and  business  zones.  These  hearings  are  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Industrial  Development  Commission  with  good  attendance  by  both  boards  and  constructive 
review  of  plans  presented. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Planning  Board  invites  all  citizens  to  present  their 
constructive  criticism  for  changes  and  updating  of  our  zoning  bylaws  as  we  work  toward 
attaining  a  better  growth  pattern  and  a  more  beautiful  town  to  live  in.  Without  your 
input  we  cannot  accomplish  this  goal.  Planning  is  the  backbone  of  preserving  our  New 
England  heritage  in  the  Residential,  Agricultural,  Business  and  Industrial  Zones  as  well 
as  the  many  areas  of  woodland.

In  1987  this  office  contracted  for  and  completed  Technical  Energy  Audits  on  the  Town 
Hall  and  the  Highway  Garage  through  a  State  grant  of  $1,995.

The  year  1988  should  bring  about  additional  and  important  changes  proposed  by  this 
Commission.  First  and  foremost  is  a  proposal  whereby  all  affected  boards  and  agencies 
are  notified  when  a  building  intent  is  submitted  and  the  requirement  to  sign  off  in  order 
to  ensure  compliance.

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SEWER  COMMISSION

the  Town  to  eliminate  the  discharge  of  raw  sewage  to  the  Town's  waterways.  The  total 
cost  of  the  project  was  $5.7  million,  of  which  the  Town  of  Hatfield  paid  approximately 
$580,000. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  residents  and  Town  boards  for  their  cooperation  and  support 
during  the  planning,  design  and  construction  phases  of  the  project.  We  hope  that 
townspeople  will  take  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  treatment  plant  during  the  coming  year.

TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield 


Since  assuming  the  position  of  Tree  Warden  in  the  Spring  of  1987,  I  have  investi- 
gated 50  or  more  calls  from  residents  which  shows  a  great  concern  for  the  condition  and 
health  of  the  trees  in  Hatfield. 

Calls  regarded  removal  of  stumps,  dead  and  diseased  trees  and  broken  and  dead  limbs. 
This  was  done  at  the  following  locations:  three  stumps  removed  from  Maple  Street,  two 
from  Main  Street,  two  from  North  Street,  one  from  Valley  Street  and  one  from  School 
Street.  Two  dead  or  diseased  trees  were  removed  from  North  Hatfield  Road,  one  large  Ash 
from  Prospect  Street  Extension,  one  large  Elm  from  Chestnut  Street  and  one  other  tree 
from  North  Main  Street.  Dead  limbs  were  removed  from  trees  on  Main  Street,  North  Hatfield 
Road  and  King  Street.  Trees  were  tagged  and  posted  on  Pantry  Road  and  a  hearing  was 
conducted  for  removal  by  the  utility  companies  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  Trees  were  also 
tagged  and  posted  on  Old  Stage  Road  for  a  distance  of  1,000  feet  and  were  removed  by  the 
utility  companies  for  abutters,  also  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

Trees  were  selectively  pruned  on  Elm  Street,  from  Elm  Court  to  Maple  Street.  At  that 
point  the  present  budget  was  depleted. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  Town  implement  a  program  for  replenishing  trees  on 
a  year-to-year  basis.  As  in  every  budget,  there  is  never  enough  money.   It  is  my 
intention  to  submit  a  substantially  larger  budget  than  in  the  past  and  hopefully  the 
Finance  Committee  will  see  the  need  since  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  tree  work 
remaining  to  be  done.  If  that  is  accomplished,  then  all  the  concerns  of  residents  and 
the  Tree  Warden  will  be  resolvable.

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WATER  COMMISSION 

To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 

The  Water  Commissioners  submit  their  annual  report. 

At  the  1987  annual  Town  Meeting,  $60,000  was  voted  to  install  a  new  chlorinator 
house  at  the  reservoir.  The  Water  Commissioners  hoped  to  have  the  project  completed  by 
the  Fall  of  1987.   The  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  prolonged  approval 
of  this  project,  and  we  finally  received  it  on  December  15,  1987.  Bids  will  be  requested, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  award  the  contract  around  March  1,  1988.  Engineer  Jack  Raymond  has 
given  approval  for  residents  living  above  the  present  chlorinator  to  be  tied  into  the 
system  if  there  are  35  pounds  pressure.   Fire  hydrants  could  also  be  installed  from  Old 
Stage  Road  to  the  reservoir. 

The  Commissioners  voted  to  have  the  Town  install  water  meters  for  all  users  on  the 
Town  system.  At  present,  meters  are  required  on  all  new  installations.  Grants  are 
available  for  installations  and  application  will  be  made.  Bids  for  meters  were  opened 
on  September  2,  1987  and  Red  Hed  Supply  was  low  bidder  at  $36.99  for  each  Neptune  meter. 
That  company  was  awarded  the  contract,  and  25  meters  were  purchased. 

Bernard  Pelis  quit  without  notice  as  Water  Superintendent  on  April  15,  1987. 
Michael  McGrath  was  appointed  Acting  Water  Superintendent.  Applications  were  received 
for  the  position  from  Michael  Schellart  of  South  Deerfield,  Thomas  Thornton  of  Florence 
and  Lewis  Wendolowski  Jr.  of  Hatfield.  All  three  were  interviewed,  and  Thomas  Thornton 
was  offered  and  accepted  the  job. 

A  pickup  truck  was  acquired  from  government  surplus.  Three-inch  plastic  pipes  were 
laid  across  a  section  of  Straits  Road  for  future  water  services,  thereby  eliminating  the 
need  to  tear  up  the  road  at  a  later  date.  The  water  tank  was  put  into  operation  on 
July  1,  1987.  There  were  approximately  four  water  main  breaks  due  to  the  increased 
pressure  and  several  house  services  ruptured  due  to  rusty  galvanized  pipes.  These  were 
replaced  with  copper  tubing. 

During  the  Summer  there  was  air  in  the  lines  because  of  heavy  water  use  due  to  dry 
conditions.  The  Commissioners  hope  that  in  the  Summer  of  1988  this  problem  will  be 
alleviated  by  the  installation  of  the  new  chlorinator  house.  Residents  are  urged  to 
conserve  water. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  Ralph  Vollinger,  who  resigned  to  work  at  the  Court 
House,  for  his  many  years  of  service  as  a  Water  Commissioner.   "Good  luck  Ralph  and 
many  thanks."  David  Michalowski  was  appointed  to  fill  his  place. 

The  Commissioners  also  express  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen,  the  new  Water  Super- 
intendent, Highway  Superintendent  Marshall  Pease  and  his  department,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  all  the  citizens  for  their  cooperation.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  Lewis 
Wendolowski  Jr.  and  Michael  McGrath  for  their  hard  work  as  acting  Water  Superintendent  and 
Helper.

The  Conservation  Commission  conducted  four  hearings  and  made  numerous  viewings  in 
1987.   Because  of  the  strengthening  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act  and  the  determined 
effort  of  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  to  protect  wetlands,  the 
Commission  has  to  be  more  formal  in  its  procedures. 

Additional  regulations  for  the  protection  of  wildlife  habitats  make  it  necessary  for 
the  Commission  to  address  the  issue  of  the  effect  on  wildlife  when  considering  wetland 
areas.   The  additional  regulations  may  make  it  necessary  for  those  who  apply  under  the  Act 
to  consult  professionals  to  properly  file  their  Notices  of  Intent. 

One  of  the  biggest  accomplishments  of  the  Commission  this  year  was  the  establishment 
of  an  Open  Space  Committee  which  is  being  funded  under  the  Conservation  District's  Program, 

After  many  years  of  dedicated  service,  Catherine  L.  Cole  resigned  from  the  Commission, 
The  Town  owes  her  a  vote  of  thanks  for  her  contribution  to  our  conservation  efforts.  I

OPEN  SPACE  COMMITTEE 


During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  Open  Space  Committee  worked  hard  in  preparing 
a  draft  of  a  Conservation  and  Recreation  Plan  for  Hatfield.   Our  Committee  met  regularly 
to  discuss  the  Town's  open  space  resources  and  needs  and  periodically  consulted  the 
Recreation,  Conservation,  Industrial  Development  and  Historical  Commissions  and  the  Fish 
and  Game  Club.  We  held  a  public  information  meeting  and  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to 
residents  to  gauge  their  opinions  about  land  use,  economic  growth  and  recreation  facili- 
ties. 

We  undertook  an  extensive  inventory  of  Hatfield's  agricultural,  conservation  and 
recreation  resources;  studied  its  organic,  industrial  and  social  environment;  assembled 
a  description  of  land  protective  techniques  and  open  space  funding;  and  drew  up  a  set  of 
goals  and  a  five-year  plan  for  achieving  them.  These  goals  are  to  retain  farmland  for 
farm  use  and  Town  character;  to  protect  wetlands  and  flood  plains;  to  protect  water 
supplies;  to  protect  prime  woodlands;  and  to  provide  adequate  recreational  space. 

Our  editor  synthesized  the  results  of  our  research  and  wrote  the  first  draft  of  the 
plan,  which  we  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Conservation  Services  on  August  1.   We  await 
the  Division's  response  before  we  reconvene  to  write  the  final  version  of  the  plan  for 
publication.   The  pressures  on  Hatfield's  rural,  agricultural  character  are  increasing 
rapidly,  and  without  sustained  attention  and  action,  the  Town  will  be  in  danger  of  losing 
much  of  its  fields,  forests  and  wetlands,  and  consequently,  its  unique  physical  beauty  and 
its  historic  economic  base.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 


Clinics  sponsored  by  the  Council  on  Aging  in  the  Senior  Center,  located  downstairs 
in  the  Town  Hall,  are  as  follows:  blood  pressure,  second  Monday  of  the  month;  foot, 
quarterly;  hearing,  twice  a  year;  flu  shots,  annually.  A  total  of  100  flu  shots  were 
administered  in  1987. 

Highland  Valley  Elder  Services  sponsors  the  noontime  meal  program  for  the  elderly, 
aged  60  and  over,  five  days  a  week.  This  year,  6,200  meals  were  served  in  the  Town  Hall 
meal  site  and  2,500  were  home  delivered.  Volunteers  serve  and  deliver  the  meals.  Those 
who  are  eligible,  receive  food  including  milk,  cheese  and  other  products  once  a  month 
under  the  Brown  Bag  Program.  A  Fuel  Assistance  Program  is  sponsored  by  the  Council  each 
year  between  October  and  April.  Store  discount  cards  are  available  for  those  aged  55  and 
over. 

Transportation  is  provided  all  senior  citizens  for  appointments  to  doctors,  dentists 
and  hospitals  in  the  morning  or  afternoon.  Arrangements  must  be  made  ahead  by  calling 
the  Senior  Center  Monday  through  Friday  mornings  at  247-9003.  There  is  van  transporta- 
tion available  each  Wednesday  for  grocery  shopping. 

Council  Coordinator  Kathy  LaBarge  arranged  trips  this  year  for  senior  citizens  to 

the  Boston  Flower  Show,  Statue  of  Liberty,  Paramont  Resort,  Eastern  States  Exposition 

and  Atlantic  City.  The  Council  also  sponsored  a  Spring  Fling  dinner  dance  at  the  local 

American  Legion  Home  in  February,  a  cookout  at  the  Lions  Pavillion  in  July  and  the  annual 
Christmas  party  at  the  Legion  Home  in  December. 

The  Council  would  like  to  give  a  special  thank  you  to  Cindy  Sadowski,  R.N.,  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  flu  shot  clinic  and  to  all  volunteer  nurses  who  assist  at  blood  pressure 
clinics.

DISASTER  PREPAREDNESS  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 

The  Disaster  Preparedness  Committee  entered  its  second  year  with  "sleeves  rolled 
up,"  dedicated  to  the  task  of  keeping  the  Town  a  safe  and  healthy  community. 

The  Town  now  has  a  number  of  concerns  that  must  use  chemicals  in  the  normal  con- 
duction of  their  business.  But,  because  of  the  public's  growing  awareness  of  the 
storage,  use  and  resulting  effects  of  chemicals  on  our  lives,  Town  officials  directed  the 
Committee  to  investigate  the  acquisition  of  a  government  surplus  emergency  vehicle.  This 
vehicle  is  to  be  used  during  chemical  accidents  or  for  any  other  emergency  such  as  flood, 
fire  or  car  or  train  accidents. 

In  October  the  Committee  located  a  government  surplus  Chevrolet  Step  Van  in  excel- 
lent condition  which  it  purchased  for  $300.  Representatives  of  the  Fire,  Police, 
Ambulance  and  Civil  Defense  Departments  met  with  the  Committee  to  compile  a  list  of 
equipment  needed  for  this  emergency  vehicle.  The  list  was  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  for 
consideration. 

In  November  the  Committee  made  the  following  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen 
regarding  steps  to  be  taken  in  case  of  flood:  department  heads  to  be  notified  and  their 
activities  coordinated;  immediate  inspections  to  be  made  of  flood-prone  areas;  designa- 
tion of  the  Town  Hall  as  the  Emergency  Operation  Center;  and  notification  of  the  Red 
Cross  and  other  agencies  if  necessary.  After  much  study,  the  Committee  also  made  a 
number  of  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  regarding  the  use  and  placement  of  Town  pumps 
during  a  flooding  emergency. 

This  Committee's  purpose  continues  to  be  concern  for  the  safety  and  well-being  of 
townspeople  and  their  property  during  emergencies.

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ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL 
To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield: 

Twice  each  year  the  Arts  Lottery  Council  has  an  opportunity  to  support  local  artists 

and  cultural  activities  through  grants  made  possible  by  the  State  Megabucks  Lottery  Game. 

Funds  are  made  available  to  each  town  according  to  a  formula  based  on  population,  and  the 
proceeds  from  this  particular  Lottery  game. 

Each  Spring  and  Fall,  the  Council  meets  to  review  applications  and  make  initial 
decisions,  which  are  forwarded  to  the  State  Council  which,  in  January  and  in  July, 
announces  its  final  decisions  and  distributes  funds  to  the  Town  for  final  distribution 
when  projects  are  completed. 

The  Hatfield  Council  seeks  to  aid  in  identifying,  developing  and  promoting  the 
vitality  of  our  local  cultural  resources  and  to  involve  as  many  Hatfield  citizens  as 
possible  in  some  aspect  of  these  cultural  activities.  Applications  are  available  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  may  be  submitted  to  Council  members  at  any  time  during  the  year.  Deadlines 
for  grant  requests  are  posted  prior  to  each  meeting  to  enable  the  Council  to  review  the 
material  for  necessary  supporting  data,  etc. 

The  following  grants  were  awarded  during  the  Spring  1987  funding  cycle  and  were 
approved  by  the  State  Council :  American  Legion  Post  #344 ,  marching  bands  for  Memorial  Day 
Parade,  $179;  Joseph  F.  Dzialo,  drawing  class  for  adults  and  children  during  August,  $90; 
Brenda  Minisci,  relief  sculpture  for  Town  collection,  $600. 

And  in  a  separate  program,  funded  by  the  same  Lottery,  the  Performing  Arts  Student 
Series  (PASS),  the  schools  may  apply  for  funds  to  permit  students  to  attend  cultural  per- 
formances, and  to  bring  performing  artists  to  the  schools. 

During  the  Spring  funding  cycle  the  only  PASS  application  made  was  approved  for  the 
Smith  Academy  drama  students  to  attend  a  musical  at  the  Little  Flags  theatre  in  the 
Sullivan  School  in  Northampton,  $60. 

For  the  Spring  1987  funding  cycle,  Council  membership  was  as  follows:  Judy  Ryan, 
Chairperson,  Barbara  Brown,  Sandra  Leary,  Brenda  Minisci,  Michael  Ponti,  Deborah  Tobie , 
Ruth  Urell  and  Eileen  Wilson.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


To  the  Residents  of  Hatfield 


Progress  has  been  made  this  year  by  the  Historical  Commission  in  achieving  two  goals. 
First,  Smith  Charities  has  agreed  to  provide  a  plaque  to  designate  the  birthplace  of 
Oliver  Smith  (North  Street)  whose  money  founded  Smith  Charities  and  Smith  Vocational  High 
School.  Our  thanks  go  to  President  Thomas  Lyons  and  Treasurer  Donald  Shea,  both  of  Smith 
Charities,  for  helping  us  reach  this  goal. 

Second,  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Land  Surveyors  and  Civil  Engineers,  through 
the  efforts  of  Richard  Woods,  has  agreed  to  survey  and  appraise  a  15-foot  strip  of  land  to 
and  around  the  Borden  Baseline  stone  on  Bridge  Street  and  will  provide  a  sign  to  be  placed 
by  the  road  denoting  this  important  site.   The  Borden  Baseline  stone  is  one  of  three 
markers  from  which  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  was  originally  surveyed,  and  is  now 
the  only  one  which  can  be  located.   It  is  recognized  as  a  National  Civil  Engineers'  monu- 
ment. The  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  Edward  LaCoille,  who  will  be  donating  the  land  and 
the  Borden  Baseline  stone  to  the  Town. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Commissioners  presented  certificates  of  merit  to 
seven  Hatfield  property  owners  who  restored  their  buildings,  keeping  to  the  style  of  the 
original  architecture.  Recipients  of  this  award  were  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Maguire,  21 
School  Street;  Cecil  Clark,  64  Main  Street;  Kathleen  and  Peter  Grandonico,  36  Main  Street; 
Richard  and  Janet  Phaneuf,  4  Elm  Street;  Royal  and  Kathleen  Theberge,  31  Main  Street; 
Robert  and  Carol  Benson,  18  Elm  Street;  and  the  Valley  Advocate,  87  School  Street.   The 
latter  property  is  listed  on  the  National  Historic  Register.  We  plan  to  present  these 
awards  annually,  recognizing  and  appreciating  the  efforts  that  individual  property  owners 
make  in  preserving  the  Town's  heritage.  We  would  like  to  encourage  residents  to  nominate 
deserving  property  owners  to  be  considered  for  next  year's  awards. 

Completion  of  a  historical  inventory  remains  a  priority.   We  applied  for  a  matching- 
funds  grant  through  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and  are  waiting  to  hear  from 
them.

Uppermost  in  our  concerns  also  is  locating  larger  facilities  for  our  ever-expanding 
historical  museum  collection  now  housed  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Dickinson  Memorial 
building. 

An  inventory  of  the  tombstones  in  the  Town's  cemeteries  continues.   Special  thanks  go 
to  Robert  L.  Sawicki  and  Richard  D.  Belden  Sr.  for  clearing  brush  from  around  the  Caleb 
Cooley  Dickinson  monument  in  the  North  Hatfield  Cemetery. 

This  year  the  Massachusetts  Food  and  Agriculture  Council  requested  a  list  of  Hatfield 

farms  that  have  been  in  continual  use  for  200  years.   We  listed:  Luther  A.  Belden  Inc. 

farm  (Gordon  0.  Williams),  Richard  D.  Belden  Sr.  farm,  A.  Cory  Bardwell  farm  and  John  C. 
Rankin  farm  (through  the  Billings). 

The  Commission  voted  this  year  to  financially  assist  the  Selectmen  in  extensively 
restoring  the  Town  clock  located  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  steeple. 

Representatives  from  the  9th  Massachusetts  Light  Battery  (Civil  War)  brought  to  our 
attention  the  fact  that  we  need  to  reset  the  granite  blocks  under  four  cannons  which  stand 
in  front  of  the  Dickinson  Memorial  building.  These  cannons  are  rare  and  unique  in  the  fact 
that  there  are  four  of  them  in  one  place.   There  were  200  originally  made  at  West  Point 
in  the  1840s  and  only  seven  remain  today.  We  are  seeking  funding  for  this  work. 

The  Commissioners  wish  to  also  thank  the  Historical  Society,  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Committee  for  assisting  us  in  our  work  this  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Librarian  of  the  Hatfield  Public  Library. 

Carol  Symanski  and  Linda  Vollinger  resigned  from  their  respective  posts  as  Librarian 
and  Assistant  Librarian  in  September  after  eight  years  of  dedicated  service.  They  were 
honored  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  will  be  missed  by  the  community. 

For  the  year  ending  in  June,  1987,  circulation  totaled  20,780  books  and  periodicals. 
More  than  770  new  books  were  acquired,  bringing  the  collection  total  to  26,723.  The 
library  continues  to  enjoy  the  many  benefits  of  its  association  with  the  Western  Massa- 
chusetts Regional  Library  System  (WMRLS) ,  especially  the  privilege  of  borrowing  films, 
video  and  audio  tapes  and,  through  the  Inter-Library  Loan  Department,  books  and  materials 
requested  by  patrons  that  are  not  available  in  the  Hatfield  library. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program,  planned  by  WMRLS  and  sponsored  by  the  Hatfield  Book  Club, 
was  very  successful  as  was  the  story  hour  program  fcr  preschool  and  school-age  children 
offered  during  July  and  August.  The  storytellers  this  year  were:  Eileen  Flavin,  Ann 
Walaszek,  Halina  Wilkes,  Cheryl  Curtis  and  Carol  Symanski. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  all  Book  Club  members  for  their  support  and  generous 
contributions.  Thanks,  too,  to  Jane  Yolen  for  the  many  books  she  has  donated  throughout 
the  year,  and  to  other  townspeople  who  have  made  gifts  to  the  library.  The  library  has 
enjoyed  providing  a  room  for  the  monthly  meetings  of  Jane  Yolen's  writers'  group. 

A  new  copper  gutter  system  was  installed  on  the  original  library  building,  and  a 
large,  custom-made  book  shelf  has  been  added.

The  Committee  abided  by  the  Department  of  Education  rules  and  regulations  as  an 
appendage  of  the  State  Office.  This  report,  as  submitted,  covers  the  time  frame  of 
July  1,  1986  through  June  30,  1987. 

During  this  time  Michael  Cahill  was  elected  to  a  full  term  succeeding  Yvette 
Zannini  whose  term  expired. 

Mary  Williams  was  appointed  to  fill  the  balance  of  the  term  that  Michael  Cahill 
vacated . 

Douglas  Jones  was  elected  Chairman  and  Dorothy  M.  Breor  was  elected  Secretary. 

The  elected  members  of  the  School  Committee  attempt  to  provide  the  best  educational 
program,  facilities  and  staff  for  the  benefit  of  school-age  children  in  Hatfield. 

The  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  is  the  designated  time  for  monthly  meetings. 
The  Committee's  items  for  consideration  should  be  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  the  Friday  before  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

MAINTENANCE 

This  year  the  Maintenance  Sub-Committee  undertook  a  systematic  review  of  the 
department's  maintenance  needs  and  compiled  a  prioritized  summer  maintenance  schedule. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  and  repairing  school  equipment,  maintaining  school 
grounds  and  regular  cleaning  of  the  schools,  the  following  specific  projects  were 
completed.  At  the  Breor  School:  repair  or  replacement  of  north  side  gym  doors,  boiler 
room  doors  and  front  doors;  painting  of  all  exterior  doors;  repair  sidewalks,  caulk 
exterior  grates  and  uni vents;  renovate  locker  room  for  use  as  School  Psychologist's 
office;  remove  trash  incinerator  to  improve  storage;  replace  hallway  carpeting;  repair 
milk  cooler;  and  replace  rotary  push  mower. 

At  Smith  Academy:  replace  ceiling  tiles  where  necessary;  install  electrical  outlets 
and  ground  fault  in  training  room;  paint  west  wall  in  gym;  paint  all  interior  door 
surfaces. 

PERSONNEL 

The  following  staff  appointments  were  made:  Susan  Albino,  Speech  Pathologist; 
Leslie  Patlin,  Spanish  Teacher;  Cindy  Rauch,  S.P.E.D.  Tutor;  Joyce  Tousey,  S.P.E.D.  and 
Reading;  Ken  Mutch,  School  Psychologist;  Dorcas  Jepson,  Grades  5,  6;  Geraldine  Higgins, 
Library  Aide;  and  Joan  Zaskey,  Kindergarten  Aide. 
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Mrs.  Marguerite  Paszek  retired  as  School  Van  Driver.  We  thank  Mrs.  Paszek  for  her 
many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  children  of  Hatfield. 

The  Committee  adopted  a  new  Personnel  Policy  for  all  non-union  personnel.  The  new 
policy  booklet  also  includes  a  comprehensive  salary  schedule  for  all  non-union  positions 
in  the  system. 

Written  contracts  and  salary  schedules  were  developed  for  all  administrators.  The 
school  system,  as  a  result  of  these  efforts,  now  has  written  agreements,  salary  schedules 
and  job  descriptions  covering  all  employees. 

A  new  Observation/Evaluation  report  form  was  developed  by  a  joint  committee  of 
administrators  and  teachers.  The  new  form  will  provide  for  more  systematic  observation 
and  evaluation  of  teacher  performance. 

An  evaluation  form  for  non-union  personnel  was  also  completed. 

The  new  position  of  Curriculum  Coordinator  was  created  for  business,  elementary 
subjects,  physical  education,  industrial  arts,  English/history,  foreign  language  and 
math/science.  Stipends  for  these  positions  were  provided  through  a  State  Grant. 

Unpaid  leaves  of  absence  were  granted  for  Michael  Cadran,  social  studies,  and 
Giles  Hopkins,  English. 

GRANTS 

The  school  system  received  a  third  E.E.O.  (Equal  Educational  Opportunity)  Grant. 
The  grant  is  provided  under  Chapter  188,  Acts  of  1985,  and  is  intended  to  be  used  for 
direct  services,  new  programs,  equipment  or  materials.  The  grant,  $62,470,  may  not  be 
used  to  reduce  the  regular  budget  prepared  by  the  School  Committee.  E.E.O.  money  was 
used  this  year  to  pay  the  salaries  of  two  teachers,  a  teacher's  aide,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  instructional  materials. 

We  also  applied  for  and  received  an  Early  Childhood  Grant  of  $10,000.  This  enabled 
the  School  Department  to  complete  a  study  of  early  childhood  education  in  the  Hatfield 
schools  and  to  make  proposals  with  respect  to  desireable  changes. 

The  Department  also  applied  for  an  Implementation  Grant  of  $36,200  that,  if 
approved ,  will  allow  the  school  system  to  implement  the  plan  drafted  under  the  previous 
grant. 

This  infusion  of  new  money  will  enable  the  School  Department  to  make  substantial 
changes  in  the  Early  Childhood  Curriculum  as  well  as  the  physical  arrangements  of  class- 
rooms. 

Finally,  a  Gifted  and  Talented  Grant  was  received  in  the  amount  of  $5,000  which  will 
result  in  the  establishment  of  a  pilot  program  offering  enrichment  courses  after  school 
and  on  weekends. 

Most  grants  are  competitive,  requiring  the  preparation  of  written  proposals  by  the 
administrative  staff.  We  commend  our  grant  writers  for  a  job  well  done. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCILS 

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Chapter  188,  the  Acts  of  1985,  School  Improvement 
Councils  have  been  formed  at  the  Breor  School  and  at  Smith  Academy.   The  Councils, 
made  up  of  Parents,  Teachers  and  Administrators  receive  grant  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$10  per  student  that  they  may  use  for  purchases  to  benefit  their  respective  schools. 
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This  year  a  Xerox  copy  machine  was  purchased  for  the  teachers'  room  at  Smith 
Academy  and  at  Breor  School,  the  P. A.  system  was  completely  updated. 

AWARDS 

The  School  Department  continues  to  be  the  beneficiary  of  numerous  donations  and  we 
thank  the  various  contributors  for  thinking  of  the  school  system  and  the  children  that 
it  serves. 

We  thank  the  Lions  Club  for  its  continued  support  and  for  the  scholarship  award 
(a  copy  of  which  is  included,  by  request,  in  this  report);  for  the  Academic  Achievement 
awards  banquet  to  which  18  seniors  were  invited  this  past  year;  for  support  of  the  first 
annual  graduation  party  at  the  Lions  Pavillion;  and  the  many  kindnesses  that  have  been 
extended  to  the  students  in  Hatfield. 

We  thank  the  Hatfield  Book  Club  for  its  continued  support  and  involvement. 

We  thank  Ambassador  and  Mrs.  Ryan  for  their  financial  and  moral  support.  We  also 
thank  Benson  Insulation  of  Hatfield  for  matching  the  original  donation  of  Ambassador 
Ryan. 

We  thank  the  American  Legion  for  its  gift  of  Microfiche  listing  of  scholarships, 
grants,  loans  and  fellowships. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  gave  so  generously  to  sports  teams 
and  student  fundraisers  who  collected  throughout  the  community  for  various  good  causes 
during  the  year. 

TRUSTEES 

This  past  year  the  Smith  Academy  Board  of  Trustees  donated  a  fully  equipped 
Computer  Lab  to  Smith  Academy.     Their  generosity  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Academy 
faculty  to  offer  a  very  complete  and  up-to-date  program  of  studies  utilizing  the  computer, 
We  applaud   the  Trustees  for  their  contributions  to  the  education  of  Hatfield's  children. 

CURRICULUM 

During  the  past  year  the  newly  appointed  curriculum  coordinators  chaired  groups  of 
teachers  who  completed  the  definition  of  scope  and  sequence  of  curriculum  for  Grades 
K-12.  Curriculum  outlines  were  written  for  all  subject  areas  and  will  be  used  next  year 
as  a  guideline  for  curriculum  review  and  renewal. 

A  course  description  booklet  for  Smith  Academy  was  also  completed. 

Teachers  participated  in  a  number  of  professional  development  workshops  during  the 
year.  Early  Childhood  Education,  math  workshops,  instructional  workshops  and  computer 
workshops  were  some  of  the  areas  emphasized.  Teachers  also  participated  in  a  number  of 
one-day  conferences  designed  to  enhance  their  teaching  skills. 

A  new  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  the  Sophia  Chapter,  was  established  at 
Smith  Academy.  The  National  Honor  Society  is  open  to  students  with  a  3.5  grade  point 
average  and  replaces  the  Pro  Merito  Society. 

The  School  Department  hosted  a  College  Night  for  all  schools  in  the  County.   One 
hundred  and  fifty-four  colleges  were  represented  and  the  students  in  our  school  system 
were  benefited. 
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AGREEMENT 

This  is  an  agreement  between  Lions  Club  ,  of  Hatfield  ,  and  the  School  Committee  of  the

FIRST:   Lions  Club  of  Hatfield  ,  shall  pay  to  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield 


at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  this  agreement  the  sum  of  $ ^S^^Z—L     ^or  ^e  PurPose  of 
establishing  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the   Lions  Club  Awards  ,   and  any  amounts  may  be  added 
to  the  principal  in  the  future.  The  money  from  said  fund,  but  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00  each  to  a  boy  and  a  girl)  annually,  except  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  A  of  this  agreement,  shall  be  used  solely  for  awarding  a  commencement  prize  to 
be  known  as  the  Lions  Club  Awards  to  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  Smith  Academy  of 
Hatfield ,  Massachusetts ,  after  completing  formal  application.  Said  funds  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  School  Committee  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield ,  who  will  be 
the  custodian  of  said  funds.  Withdrawals  from  said  fund  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making 
the  Lions  Club  Awards  shall  be  made  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield  on  behalf 
of  the  School  Committee. 

SECOND:  The  Lions  Club  Awards  shall  be  made  at  the  commencement  exercises  for  the 
graduating  class  of  19  87  of  Smith  Academy  and  shall  thereafter  be  made  annually  at 
the  commencement  exercises  of  Smith  Academy. 

THIRD:  The  selection  of  the  recipients  of  the   Lions  Club  Awards   (by  application  at 
proper  time  as  will  be  announced  by  School  Administration)  from  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  19  87  of  Smith  Academy  who  are  of  good  scholastic  standing,  have  a  good  moral 
character  and  have  a  desire  to  further  their  education  beyond  High  School.  Shall  be  made 
by  the  faculty  of  Smith  Academy  whose  decision  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  on  all 
parties. 

FOURTH:  Twenty  percent  of  the  annual  income  shall  remain  with  the  principal  and  eighty 
percent  may  be  used  for  awards.  At  the  discretion  of  the  School  Committee,  the  amount 
of  said  awards  and  the  number  of  awards  in  any  given  year  may  be  increased  in  an  equal 
number  of  boys  and  girls,  and  equal  amounts,  any  funds  not  awarded  in  any  given  year 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  principal  in  perpetuity.  A  certificate  of  award  shall  be 
presented  to  students  at  a  commencement  exercise ,  stating  the  amount  of  the  award  for 
presentation  to  the  (school  for  payment  for  second  semester  billing)  and  or  (for 
presentation  to  town  treasurer  for  second  semester  payment)   (payable  to  the  school) 
in  behalf  of  the  recipient. 

FIFTH:  This  agreement  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate. 

SIXTH:  This  agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  heirs  and  successors  in  the  office  of 
the  parties  to  this  agreement. 

Signed  this Eleventh day  of    February ,  19  86 . 
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State  Assessment  test  results  were  received  for  Grades  3,   7  and    11,  and  students  in 
Hatfield   scored  from  average   to  well  above  in  all  areas  tested    (science,  math  and 
reading).     State  Basic  Skills  test  results  were  received  for  Grades  6  and  9  and  again 
Hatfield  students  were  average   to  above  average. 

Grade   7  students  again  participated   in  Nature's  Classroom,   a  week-long  educational 
program  on  Cape  Cod. 

POLICY 

Graduation  requirements  were  amended  to  allow  certain  students,  with  the  approval 
of  the  guidance  counselor,  to  take  five  subjects  at  Smith  Academy  instead  of  six. 

O'Rourke's  Auto  School  provided  Driver  Education  for  Smith  Academy  students. 

A  new  honor  roll  formula  was  adopted  for  Smith  Academy.  The  honor  roll  is  based 
on  a  weighted  system  that  gives  more  value  to  grades  earned  in  a  course  that  meets  five 
times  a  week  as  opposed  to  one  that  meets  twice. 

Also  adopted  were:  a  Suicide  Prevention  Policy  that  provides  guidelines  for  staff 
when  dealing  with  a  student  who  may  be  considered  "at  risk";  a  policy  for  school  trans- 
portation that  spells  out  discipline  procedures;  a  policy  governing  dropping  and  adding 
courses  at  Smith  Academy;  a  policy  governing  the  use  of  the  school  car  and  other  school 
vehicles;  a  policy  governing  age  entry  for  Kindergarten  which  states: 

1987-1988     Children  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  age  5  by 
October  31. 

1988-1989     Children  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  age  5  by 
August  31. 

A  Substitute  Teachers'  Policy  was  adopted  providing  $33  per  day  for  non-certified 
and  $40  per  day  for  certified  teachers. 

An  Aids/Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  School  Attendance  Policy  was  adopted 
that  spells  out  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  event  a  child  is  stricken  with  Aids. 

OTHER 

Attorney  Nicholas  Marshall  resigned  as  School  Department  legal  counsel  to  take  a 
position  with  the  State  Board   of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation.     He  has  been  replaced  by 
Attorney  William  Coulter  of  Westfield. 

A  new  van  was  purchased  by  the  School  Department  to  replace  one  of  our  older  vans 
as  the  primary  over-the-road  vehicle  for  Special  Education  transportation. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Mr.  Francis  L.  Gougeon  was  appointed  Superintendent/Principal. 

Mr.  Frank  Abarno  was  appointed  Co-Principal  of  Smith  Academy.   Ms.  Linda  Driscoll 
continues  to  serve  as  Director  of  Instructional  Services.

DOROTHY  M.  BREOR  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

AND 
DIRECTOR  OF  INSTRUCTIONAL  SERVICES 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  for  the  Dorothy  M.  Breor  Elementary  School  as 
well  as  Special  Services  for  the  Town  of  Hatfield  for  the  period  July  1,  1986  to  June  30, 
1987. 

In  beginning  this  report  I  would  like  to  again  reiterate  that  the  successes  we  have 
achieved  in  our  programs  this  year  are  largely  attributable  to  the  hard  work  and  dedi- 
cation of  a  talented  and  involved  staff  at  both  schools.  Their  care  and  attention  to  the 
development  of  a  well-rounded  informed  child  is  commendable. 

At  the  Elementary  School  the  students  fared  well  in  testing  programs.  In  the  Stan- 
ford Achievement  Tests  our  students  averaged  in  the  91st  percentile  for  reading  and  the 
87th  percentile  for  math  as  compared  with  national  norms. 

The  Basic  Skills  Test  administered  by  the  State  has  not  had  statewide  standards 
established  as  of  this  year;  however,  the  majority  of  our  6th  grade  students  passed  at  a 
60  percent  standard.  Those  few  who  did  not  had  been  previously  identified  and  were 
enrolled  in  remedial  programs. 

The  State -administered  assessment  tests  were  given  to  Grade  3  this  past  year  in 
reading,  math  and  science.  In  all  three  areas  our  students  performed  as  well  as  students 
of  similar  backgrounds  in  other  Massachusetts  communities  with  the  reading  scores  being 
above  average. 

Supplemental  instruction  was  provided  for  37  students  in  our  Chapter  One  program 
(remedial  reading)  and  60  students  in  Special  Education. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Council,  as  in  the  past,  provided  many  supplemental  services 
invaluable  to  the  school.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  officers  and  chairpersons, 
Cheryl  Curtis,  Carol  Jackewich,  Janice  Battey,  Alice  Gymrek,  Gail  Kopinto,  Mary  Ellen 
Dizek  and  Mary  Cornell.  The  Playground  Committee,  coordinated  by  Rhonda  Charpentier  and 
Bill  Childs,  worked  extremely  hard  to  raise  funds  for  a  new  playground.  The  following 
activities  and  materials  were  provided  through  the  participation  of  the  P.T.C.: 

— Field  trips  to  Arcadia  Wildlife  Sanctuary,  Laughing  Brook,  Springfield  Science 
Museum,  Mystic  Seaport,  Worcester  Science  Center  and  Old  Sturbridge  Village 

— Open  House 

— Secret  Santa 

— Help  with  Book  Fair,  school  pictures,  candy  drive,  rollerskating  and  chaperoning 
field  trips 

— Continued  sponsorship  of  our  Spelling  Bee,  Fun  Night,  Science  Fair  and  Make  Your 
Own  Sundae  Party 

— Raising  close  to  $14,000  in  funds  to  build  a  new  playground  (construction  planned 
Spring  of  f88). 
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Breor  Elementary  School  placed  third  in  area  schools  for  the  Muscular  Dystrophy's 
readathon  and  seven  6th-grade  students  qualified  for  the  President's  academic  fitness 
awards. 

Many  special  programs  enriched  the  lives  of  students  and  staff  last  year.  They 
included:  Christmas  Program,  Arbor  Day  (Grade  5),  Fun  Night,  Field  Day  and  a  performance 
of  "Little  Colt"  by  Little  Flags  Theatre.  Also,  the  "Moving  Up"  program  for  Grade  6  was 
a  great  success.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  generous  donations  of  many  community 
organizations  and  individuals  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Our  "Volunteer  Recognition  Luncheon"  recognized  the  many  volunteers,  who  through  the 
valued  donation  of  time,  allow  us  to  provide  experiences  for  the  children  which  otherwise 
would  be  impossible.  To  the  following  individuals  and  organizations  we  are  especially

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  AND  GRANTS 

SPEECH  AND  LANGUAGE  THERAPY 

Approximately  20  students  in  preschool,  elementary  and  secondary  schools  received 
remedial  services  for  speech,  language  or  listening  skills.  Of  this  group,  approximately 
two- thirds  receive  help  for  language  and  listening  with  the  remainder  participating  in 
the  articulation  program. 

The  Speech  Language  Pathologist  participated  in  the  audiometric  and  impedence 
testing  of  52  preschool  and  elementary  students.  Of  these  children,  six  were  referred 
for  further  audiometric  testing. 

SPECIAL  SERVICE  ELEMENTARY  RESOURCE 

During  the  past  year,  22  students  received  tutorial  and  instructional  services  in 
the  areas  of  reading,  math,  spelling,  penmanship  and  general  subject  material.  This  is 
accomplished  both  by  offering  academic  support  of  regular  curriculum  and  individualized 
separate  curriculums. 

The  staff  is  committed  to  providing  services  which  facilitate  a  child  being  success- 
ful in  the  mainstream.  We  also  feel  that  early  identification  and  remediation  of  learn- 
ing problems  is  essential  to  the  future  success  of  Hatfield's  children.  In  this  vein 
we  continued  our  comprehensive  screening  and  child  search  leading  to  the  identification 
of  several  children  in  the  3-to-5-year  range  who  experience  developmental  learning  con- 
cerns. The  areas  screened  covered  fine  motor,  gross  motor,  cognitive  development, 
speech  and  language,  vision  and  hearing. 

Two  students  at  Breor  Elementary  School  received  occupational  therapy  services. 

SPECIAL  SERVICES  SECONDARY  RESOURCE 

Twenty-five  students  at  Smith  Academy  received  special  services,  also  in  the  areas 
of  academic  and  individual  curriculum  needs. 

For  many  students  the  Resource  Room  is  a  structured  study.  Students  use  this  time 
for  both  individual  and  group  tutoring.  Basic  skills  are  taught  and  reinforced,  and  help 
is  offered  in  organizational  skills,  review  for  testing  and  completion  of  academic  work. 
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Several  students,  in  addition,  receive  individual  instruction  in  basic  skills  subjects. 

Monitoring  and  communication  with  staff  and  teachers  are  essential  components  of 
the  resource  room  teacher's  duties.  Progress  reports  are  sent  at  regular  intervals  and 
meetings  planned  as  necessary. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL  SERVICES 

Seven  students  received  individual  counseling  on  a  weekly  basis  and  another  15  or 
so  participated  in  either  group  or  individual  sessions  throughout  the  year.  Approxi- 
mately 20  students  received  a  comprehensive  psycho-educational  battery  of  tests  as  part 
of  Special  Education -mandated  evaluations. 

The  cases  that  were  seen  ranged  in  service  needs.   Issues  such  as  specific  learning 
disabilities,  school  adjustment  problems,  inability  to  organize  and  complete  assignments, 
attentional  deficits,  disruptive  behavior  and  emotional/family  problems  were  addressed. 
Home,  school  and  staff  liaison  was  a  strong  component  of  this  program. 

PRESCHOOL 

The  preschool  program  continues  to  be  a  self -supported  program  which  falls  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Committee.  There  are  no  Town  funds  which  support  this  program. 
It  was  excellently  run  in  1986-87  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Frieswyk  who  was  ably  assisted  by 
Mrs.  Rosemary  Sadowski. 

The  program  is  essentially  two  programs:  a  3-year-old  program  and  a  4-year-old 
program.  Enrollment  in  two  sessions  of  3-year-olds  was  28  and  4-year-olds,  37.  Registra- 
tion again  was  a  success  with  62  students  enrolling  for  September. 

GRANTS 

EARLY  CHILDHOOD 

An  Early  Childhood  Grant  of  $9,090  was  granted  through  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
Chapter  188  program.  Through  this  grant  the  schools  hired  consultants  to  conduct  a 
comprehensive  needs  assessment  and  teachers  were  trained  through  attending  workshops  and 
hearing  guest  speakers.  From  this  study  and  Parent/Teacher  Council  meetings,  several 
recommendations  were  made: 

1 .  To  move  the  Kindergarten  entry  age  back  to  attaining  age  5  by 
August  31.   (This  is  to  be  accomplished  in  two  yearly  steps.) 

2.  To  implement  a  developmen tally  based  curriculum  for  the  1987-88 
school  year  in  the  Kindergarten. 

3.  To  continue  teacher  training  in  Developmental  Curriculum. 

Another  grant  for  $36,200  was  applied  for  and  received  to  implement  goals  two  and 
three.  This  will  include  complete  renovation  of  the  Kindergarten,  new  books  and  mate- 
rials, as  well  as  continued  teacher  training.  This  will  occur  during  the  school  year  1987- 
1988. 

GIFTED  AND  TALENTED 

A  $5,000  grant  also  funded  through  Chapter  188  was  granted  to  Hatfield  to  investigate 
the  programming  needs  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  population.  Through  council  meetings 
and  a  mailed  needs  assessment  the  following  recommendations  were  made: 
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1.  To  continue  training  teachers  in  methods  which  would  allow 
them  to  challenge  gifted  and  talented  children  through 
classroom  curriculum. 

2.  To  develop  an  after-school  pilot  program  offering  mini-courses  in 
areas  perceived  as  needs  (particularly  visual  and  performing 
arts).   This  program  would  not  be  limited  to  those  areas  but 
hopefully  would  include  them.   Enrollment  in  courses  would  be 
encouraged  to  all  interested  and  motivated  students  and  not 
limited  to  children  who  perform  well  on  standardized  testing. 

This  program  will  be  made  possible  by  another  $5,000  Chapter  188  Grant  implemented 
during  school  year  1987-88. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  again  express  my  gratitude  to  all  the  staff  and  parents,  as 
well  as  the  children  of  Hatfield  who  make  my  job  as  an  educational  leader  enjoyable  and 
fulfilling.

SCHOOL  HEALTH 

As  required  by  law,  physical  examinations  have  been  completed.   All  students  in 
Grades  4,  7,  11  and  all  athletes  were  examined.   Two  students  were  referred  for  further 
evaluation.   Children  in  the  Kindergarten  class  received  their  examinations  from  their 
own  physicians. 

Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  given  to  the  students  in  all  grades.   There  were  15 
who  failed  the  vision  retest  and  were  referred  for  further  evaluation  and  received 
correction.   There  were  five  students  who  failed  the  Pure  Tone  Hearing  Test  and  were  seen 
by  a  physician. 

Communicable  diseases  reported  during  the  year  were:  chicken  pox,  23;  and  scarlet 
fever,  3. 

Registration  for  Kindergarten  was  held  in  May.   There  were  39  children  in  attendance. 

The  Flouride  Mouth  Rinse  Program  has  been  extended  for  this  school  year.   There  were 
215  children  who  participated  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Postural  screening  was  done  in  Grades  5  to  9.   Of  the  175  who  were  screened,  five 
were  referred  for  further  evaluation  and  were  found  to  have  scoliosis  and  are  undergoing 
treatment.   As  required  by  law,  the  immunization  status  of  those  students  who  were  lacking 
the  necessary  boosters  was  updated. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  countless  parents  and  students, 
to  express  our  deepest  appreciation  to  Dr.  Alfred  J.  Kaiser  who  retired  in  January  after 
serving  40  years  as  School  Physician.   He  served  us  all  with  great  dedication,  warmth 
and  compassion.   His  availability  and  commitment  to  the  well-being  of  the  students  will 
always  be  remembered .
